The Center. 


TEACHER, Miss AppIE M. LIBBEY. 


Miss Libbey has taught this school for the last five terms and 
has never given better satisfaction than during the last two. Her 
discipline has been improved and her interest in her work instead 
of flagging from term to term has appeared to be growing 
stronger and stronger. By her mild but firm bearing, and her 
affectionate and motherly qualities, she has retained the affec- 
tions of her pupils, which she early secured. She has been care- 
ful of the health of her scholars. At the suggestion of the Board, 
the pupils have been trained in the elementary sounds. It is a 
common thing to meet teachers who are unable to classify the 
vowels and consonants in the English alphabet, and much less to 
vocally illustrate the elementary sounds. Indeed, we think this 
is not done in many of our prominent institutions designed to 
qualify teachers. We were pleased in our final inspection of the 
school. } 
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Upper Village. 


TEACHERS: First TERM—MuzIss LILLIAN S. COPELAND. SECOND 
TERM—GILMAN P. SmitH. THIRD —2TERM— 
Miss GRACE E. PRESCOTT. 


Miss Copeland is a good scholar, and notwithstanding her ex- 
treme youth and inexperience, sustained herself quite well as a 
teacher. She was enthusiastic and faithful in the school-room, 
and good improvement, in general, was made by the scholars. 
Mr. Smith had taught in town, and entered upon the third term 
with commendable zeal. Several scholars who belonged to this 
school attended the Barnard during the fall and winter terms, 
which made the school here smaller than usual. But this gave 
the teacher more time to give to each pupil. They were all in- 
terested in the teacher, whose success surpassed the expectations 
of the Board. ‘The winter term was offered him but he did not 
wish to teach again at present. The third term was taught by Miss 
Prescott, who passed a good examination. Miss P. has a well- 
balanced mind and a temperament that enables her to be careful 
and quiet, while she is assiduous in the performance of her 
duties in the schoolroom. Some teachers are too nervous and 
too often excited. Such are likely to talk too much and too 
loud, the effects of which are very detrimental to the best in- 
terests of a school. We believe the teacher was faithful in her 
work. Some of the scholars, especially, made excellent improve- 
ment. In this school are some of our best readers. 


The Peak. 


TEACHERS: First TERM—Mr. FRED. P. TuxBury. SECOND 
AND THIRD TERMS—MzIss Mary C. PHILLIPS. 


Mr. Tuxbury had taught the last winter term to the entire sat- 
isfaction of the Board and parents, and we were glad to re-engage 
him. The number of pupils was not large, but here the teacher 
found good minds to deal with. “They felt that they were under 
the charge of one perfectly competent to teach them, and so 
most excellent progress was made. Our inspections of this 
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school gave us much pleasure. Mr. Tuxbury could not be secured 
for another term, as he wished to complete at once his prepara- 
tion for college. 


For the second term, Miss. Mary C. Phillips of Hampton 
Falls was engaged. Miss Phillips belongs to a family of teach- 
ers. She had never taught, but entered upon her work with a 
strong desire and firm purpose to succeed. After two weeks it 
was thought best to suspend the school until after Thanksgiving | 
there were so few scholars to attend. ‘The lateness of the sea- 
son and the unusually wet weather were such that the farmers 
were backward in their work, and could not spare their sons to 
come to school. The winter term opened on the first Monday 
after Thanksgiving, and continued twelve weeks. Miss Phillips 
soon acquired the love, respect and good will of her scholars, 
and found it very easy to govern her school. She was faithful 
in her work, and the scholars made good improvement in their 
studies. We have not conversed with all of the parents, with 
regard to this term, but one gentleman who sent two scholars, 
gave us a very high compliment for the teacher. 


Remarks. 


We regret that circumstances unanticipated, and an unusually 
stormy Fall last year unexpectedly prevented the erection of the 
new schoolhouse. The schools, however, have not been inter- 
rupted, and the educational interests in that village have not 
seriously suffered by the delay. A good foundation for the new 
house has been laid, and lumber and other materials engaged, so 
that in the early part of the present year you may see a good, 
substantial and neat building, replacing the old one. Agreeably 
to a vote of the town, the schoolhouse at the Center has been re- 
shingled. ‘The building in the east part of the town should be 
repainted this season and other repairs made there. ‘Two or 
three good dictionaries, more wall maps, and two clocks are 
needed in the schoolrooms. ‘There has been an exercise of sing- 
ing in one if not two of the schools, and instruction given in

Physiology in all of them. Our school revenue ought to be in- 
creased so that we could offer better compensation for teaching. 
Our primary schools need the best of teachers. ‘The teacher is 
the pivot on which turns either the success or failure of a school. 
How noble is this art! How grand the work to be carried on in 
the schoolroom! Daniel Webster said: “If we work upon 
marble, it will perish; if we work upon brass, time will efface it ; 
if we rear lofty temples, they will crumble into dust; but if we 
engrave upon the tablets of the minds of our children the prin- 
ciples of industry, honesty, and virtue, they will live and brighten 

to all eternity.” 

We would add that it gives us pleasure to record our sense of 
appreciation of the good work that the Barnard School is accom- 
plishing from year to year. It continues to prosper under its 
present worthy Principal, Miss Jane A. Davey. 

In closing his final report, the Chairman of the Board would 
heartily thank his associate members for their co-operation, and 
the people of the town for the confidence they have reposed 
in him during the four years of his official service.
